It is now practically given 
over :to the Seattle & Walla-Walla Narrow- 
Guage, an insufficient Company in inefficient 
hands. The Natchess Pass is most used, but a 
barometric survey hes shown that it lacks dis- 
tance to make the elevation of the summit. 

Cowlitz Pass has hitherto been little known. 
In 1878, a barometric party was sent out. 
When they returped the report was so favorabie 
that Col. W. Milner Roberts, Chief Engineer of 
the Northern Macific, came to New Tacoma, or- 
ganized aud sent out two parties for a prelimi- 
nary survey of the route, to determine its prac- 
tica 11 So, early — bow we leit the enthu- 
siastic Tacomans and eutéred the great forest 
which clothes with evergreen the western slopes 
of the Cascades (mountains), commencing at a 
point on the Northern Pacifie Puyallup Branch 
about twenty miles from Tacoma, the general 
course of the route Was for twenty-five miles 
magnetic south, and for the rest of the way 
nearly east. 

The climate of the Puyallup River Valley is 
mild and delightful. Hop-raising is a profitable 
industry. In september the Indians flock in 
from all quarters to the annua! hop-picking. 
Bituminous coal is in abundance, and specimens 
of anthracite recently found indicate valuable 
deposits. 


Our party were nearly all old woodsmen, but 
also had a Philadelphia lawyer, a Tale theo- 
logue, and an editor. The former was forever 
losing himself, the theologue became noted for 
his gullibillity, and the editor for minding his 
business. 

As we slowly penetrated the wilds new freaks 
and beauties of nature were in constant pano- 
rama. The recent eclipse of the sun produced 
in these forest recesses appearances wonderfully 
startling. Huge firs tower 0 to O feet, often 
150 without a knot. Cedars and bemlocks grow 
to enormous dimensions, and the underbrush is 
all but impenetrable. Not a flower blooms. No 
singing birds visit tnese shades. The rivers are 
milky torrents fed by the meiting glaciers of 
Mount Rainier. 

Ten wiles out we camped on the shores of 
Posy Lake, a vast beaver-pond filled with snags 
and floating islands. Here « Hurricane, with 
drenching rain, swept by, uprooting great trees 
and smashiog things generally. Thunder and 
lightning is rare on the Pacific coast. A few miles 
on is Devu's Canon, where good quartz-crop- 
ping were visible, aud forthwith claims were 
made, companiés formed, and in a few days lots 
would have been staked for a Kreat city. Such 
is the spirit of Western enterprise. Past this 
narrow canon is the Vailey of Owap Lake, a 
pretty sheet of blue water, teeming with trout. 
The land is rich and easily cledred. In the cast- 
ern hills rise many small streams, which dash 
through miuiature cauons and over ledges of 
rock to feed the lake. A curious berry, called 
“saial,”’ of delicious flavor, grows here, and 
affords the black bear a sweet feast. At 
Mischelle River we were startied by an earth- 
quake, lasting, however, Dut a sbort time, 
and affording a pleasant variation. Crossing 
the river, we beard the roar of the Nis- 
qually Falle long betore reaching its vi- 
cinity. It is wild and Indescribably grand. 
The gigantic firs standing in bold outline on 
the opposite sides of the mountains are likely 
guards to this lonely region. The sunlight 
struggies down into a precipitous abyss tarough 
which the great torrent plunges for miles. Lit- 
tie wonder our Indians believe it to be the 
apode of a great devil, and refuse to hunt the 
bears, 8, and deers thet roam here unmo- 
lested. Nothipg can be more thrilling than a 
climb along the narrow benches of the chasm- 
walls hundreds of feet above the boiling, Whirl- 
ing flood. Beyond this remarkable canon the 
valley expands and sapports magnificent tim- 
ber; the soil ts rich, the surface smooth, and 
may be easily cleared. The line follows the 
river for thirty miles, with few curves, easy 
grades, aod long Weare now fairly 
in the mountains. A few miles from us rises 
three-domed Rainier, and all around are ed 
peaks. Mount Rainier is probably 14,000 fret 
high. ite glaciers feed many large rivers. A 
few hardy explorers report top still warm, 
and an old Indiag asserts that he has seen 
Rainier and St. Helens “spitting fire at each 
other.” The whole country is volcanic. In 
summer the rivers are white with volcanic 


ashes. 
Leaving the Nisqually only six miles from its 


giacier source, the line crosees the watershed 
between the Nisquelly and Cowlitz Rivers at a 
place called Bear Prairie. country now as- 
sumes a more desolate aspect. Forest fires 
close at hand deluged with smoke the lower 
valleys and sometimes hid the sun for weeks. 
The great trees fiercely, aud their fre- 
quent failing was like a continuous cannonade. 
At Bear Preirie two little streams come leaping 
down the cliff, one bound for the Nisqually ari 
Puget Sound, the other for the Cowlitz and 
Columbia River. A we now enter Squaitz 
Creek Canon the t becomee desolate be- 
yond expression. The forest that once covered 
the hills and valievs was burned some genera- 
tions ago, All around are huge blackened 
stumps. On either side nearly precfpituous 
rock cliffs 1,500 to 2,500 feet high. The siopes 
are seared with water-worp side canons, through 
which numberless streams tumble in beautiful 
cascades. The smoke-reddened sun gave to this 
a sublime drcarine,s.

The MeCarthy Murder Case.

UTTawa, Nov. 15.—Some months ago it was 
discovered that James Blackburn, the Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Ottawa Agricultural In- 
surance Company, had been embezzling the 
funds of the Company. An expert was called 
in to examine the books; but, before he com- 

pleted his task, Blackburn fled the country. A 

special general meeting of the shareholders was 

held, when a statement of the Company’s af- 
fairs was presented. The Treasurer’s report 
for the ten months ending the 30th of October 
showed the receipts to be $36,254, and the ex- 
penditures 75,114, or $38,860 more than the re- 
ceipts. Of the expenditures, $16,792 was 
of an extraordinary nature, such 
as the late Secretary's detaleation. 
The total assets were $33,008 less than the 
liabilities. Owing to the defalcation of Black- 
burn, confidence in the Company has been 
greatly shaken, and Business for some time past 
has been at a standstill. The Directors 
account for the great deficiency in that way. 

A new set of officers, who enjoy the confidence 

of the sharcholders, have been appointed, and 

it is expected that, with a change of name and 

a redaction of the capital to $500,000, the Com- 

pany can again carry on business successfully. 

The meeting was adjourned until the 4th o< 

December, when definite action will be taken.

A question of international law has been 
raised on account of the experience of a Chi- 
cagoan in his native Province of Westphalia. 
He had returned on a visit, and was notified 
that he must leave within a certain time or 
submit to the performance of military duty. 
The propriety of this action of the West- 
phalian Government under the existing treaty 
between Germany and the United States 
seems to have been called in question by the 
American Minister as a matter involving the 
rights of a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, although the citizen himself 
made 0 formal complaint. The 
Westphalian Minister of the Interior takes 
the ground that no principle of international 
law has been violated in this case, and that 
tke right of expulsion of aliens from any 
country is not traversed by existing treaty 
stipulations, It is clear, bowever, that no 
such exercise of this right would have oc- 
eurred but for the practice, latterly quite 
prevalent, of former citizens returning to 
reside permanently in Germany with the ex- 
pectation of escaping tilitary duty. Tourists 
and travelers having no intention of remain- 
ing permanently abroad will experience Bo 
difficulty of the kind. 


THE SOUTHERN POLICY. 

It will be observed with a feeling of regret 
in some quarters aud indignation in others 
that the President is inclined to temporize 
in the matter of the Southern policy, and 
that, having spoken a few bold words that 
implied his determination to act, he is now 
disposed to break the force of his declaration 
by explanations that give him the appearance, 
at least, of shilly-shallying. If the President 
is to be blown about by every wind, and is 
afraid of his words after he bas spoken them, 
he might as well abandon any theory or pol- 
icy and give the Southern Bourbons free 
rein, for that must be the ultimate effect of 
his temporizing. He might as well say to 
the white and black Re ublicans of the 
South: The Government cannot protect 
you in your rights; it cannot execute its 
laws; you must take care of yourselves.” 
When the President first announced his 
policy of conciliation and good-fellowship it 
was very generally hailed as a harbinger of 
peace, and it was thought that the era.of 
disorder and turbulerce in the South would 
speedily cease, that the political confusion 
would end, and that all men would enjoy the 
rights guaranteed them by the laws, freed 
from any further partisan persecution. The 
more radical portion of the Republican party 
had no faith in the policy, and openly mani- 
fested its hostility ; but the majority of the 
party took an opposite view, while nearly 
every one was willing that the policy should 
have a fair trial, that it might be ascertained 
to what extent the Southern leaders were in 
earnest. Gov. Nircnoris, of Louisiana, Gov. 
Hampton, of South Carolina, Baw HIL, and 
other representative men, who certainly had 
authority to speak for the Democratic party 
in the South, had promised that if they were 
allowed hame-rule the laws should be ad- 
ministered as fairly in the South as they are 


in the North; that the Republicans in the 


South should have as free exercise of all their 
political rights as the Republicans in the 
North; that the colored man should 
no longer be persecuted or maltreated, but 
should have all the privileges of the citizen 
which were guaranteed him by the Constitu- 
tion ; that elections should be fair and free ; 
that there should be no more tampering with 
the ballot-box ; that bulldozing should stop ; 
and that there should be no further inter- 
ruptions to the administration of law and 
justice. They offered in extenuation of past 
offenses that their people, fresh from the 
disastrous experiences of the War of the 
Rebellion, were exasperated by the presence 
of United States troops. If they were 
relieved of these troops and were left to 
govern themselves, they pledged their honor 
that there should be no further ground of 
complaint. 

The President took them at their word. 
The troops were withdrawn from every 
Southerm city, which was the signal for a 
bitter onslaught upon the army by the 
Southern members of Congress, in league 
with the Northern Democrats, with the view 
of compassing its destruction or of crippling 
it so seriously that it could never be of use 
for any future purpose. » The President took 
the South by the hand, and the whole North, 
forgetting the past, stretched its hands 
across the bloody chasm and bade them God- 
speed in their work of home-rule. Later on

In the letter published this u 
the subject of the dollar unit of our 
correspondent is probably corre} enen ref- 
erence to the coin unit of value. When the 
silver dollar was authorized im, PGB there 
was no other coin of that denomifjatién. The 
law made the dollar the unify ¢ of value, 
and it made 3714 grains of pur Wer the 
dollar. This dollar was, therefdre, in fact 
and ,by provision of law, the unt of value 
in this country. The gold dolfaxywas not 
known or coined for more than a con- 
tury later, and has nearly drop) out of 
use, Gold coins of less than 83 ‘have never 
been popular, though they are coned when- 
ever specially requested. When, thé silver 
dollar was abolished,—its coinage ’fptbidden 
and the coin demonetized,—the gold dollar 
was made the legal unit. In restöring the 
silver dollar and making it legal-tender, the 
original character of the American’ Aollar,“ 
consisting of 3714 grains of silvery “was not 
re-established, and that of the dollar 
was left as it stood, As our natiqual debt 
is payable in the standard silver or gold 
coins, as provided by law in 1870, the omis- 
sion makes no practical legal difference at 
this time, though, to preserve the historical 
unity of our coinage, the American “ dollar” 
should again be declared to consist of 3714 
grains of pure silver. ° 

Trade dollars were originally coined for 
export, and not forcireulation. When coined, 
they were worth $1.04 in gold, and, like 
the standard dollar, which was worth $1.03 
in gold, did not circulate, they being worth 
more as bullion than as coin, Since the 
change im the relative values of gold and 
silver bullion, these trade dollars, not being 
legal-tenders for more than $5, were put in 
circulation. On the 22d of July, 1876, Con- 
gress passed a law declaring that the trade 
dollar should not thereafter be a legal-tender 
for any sum, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury was authorized to limit, from 
time to time, the coinage thereof to such an 
amount ashe may deem sufficient to meet 
the export demand for the same.” In Octo- 
ber, 1877, the trade dollar being pushed into 
circulation, the Secretary of the Treasury 
directed that no more should be coined at 
the mints, and none have been coined during 
the year just closed. They were never coined 
on Government account, but always on pri- 
vate account. They have never been re- 
ceived or paid out by the Government as 
money. There is no occasion or necessity 
to make them a legal-tender. Comparatively 
they are not numerous. They are receivable 
at the mint for their value as silver, and 
holders ean exchange them as siiver for coin 
that is legal-tender. When so surrendered 
to the mint, they can be coined into silver 
dollars. To make them legal-tender would 
tend to perpetuate their existence, 
have two silver dollars at one tim of differ- 
ent devices, weights, and bullion value. All 
that is to be done or ought to be done 
—they are mainly held by persons who have 
bought them on speculation—is to anthor- 
ize their surrender at the mints, at their 
value as bullion, and have them recoiped in 
the legal and standard silver coins of the 
United States. There should be but one 
silver dollar, and that should be the standard 
of 871} grains of pure silver.

THE CRIME OF CRIMES, 

All large cities abound in schools of vice 
for the poor, the wretched, and the un- 
fortunate. Traps are set to catch them in 
every narrow, filthy street, in every squalid 
lodging-house, and in every other place 
where the victims of poverty and misfortune 
congregate. Dickens’ story of Fagin the 
Jew and Oliver I wist is a graphic picture of 
one of the thousand methods whereby vice 
propagates itself, rearing a hideous progeny. 
Fagin'’s trade was to make thieves of kid- 
napped children,—educate them for more 
desperate crimes, and finally land them in 
the jails and prisons, or send them to the 
gallows. Of all his wretched flock, only one— 
Oliver Twist—came out of the terrible ordeal 
pure; the rest went their ways to swell the 
ranks of crime. Cities are full of Vugins of 
every criminal type. They seduce the un- 
wary into dramshops, into gambling. 
houses, into houses of ill-fame. They spread 
nets for boys and girls, and lead them on 
from one step of vice to another, until, 
bankrupt of honor and hope, they die misera- 
bly, victims of despair. Better for them and 
for the world had they never lived. 

It is a splendid evidence of the growth in 
virtue of modern civilization that in every 
large city hundreds of humanitarian associa- 
tions stretch out their hands in efforts to 
rescue these victims of vice and crime from the 
clutches of their enslavers. There is scarcely 


a city church that has not its mission school 


devoted to the education of the still innocent 
children of the helplessly poor, and the rec- 
lamation of those who bave already started 
on the downward road. In these schools 
thousands of persons from the higher walks 
of life—persons removed far from want, and 
free to take their ease—serve as tdachers. 
In scores of other ways persons of wealth 
and culture seek to mitigate the woes: of pov- 


| erty and save the community from tle con- 


tamination of its necessarily evil ffeots. 
But, while humanitarians are thus em | toyed, 
the purity of their own family ei"gles is 
seriously menaced. Vice does not > sonfine 
its operations to the alleys, byways, “hd ac- 
knowledged haunts of depravity.

The different associations of in- 
famous scoundrels devoted to the business of 
circulating obscure literature have a record 
of the names and addresses of thres hundred 
thousand boys and girls, pupils, in the United 
States; and to these addresses they mail cir- 
oulars inviting the purchase of their abom- 


inable publications. These fiends in human | 


form seek to vice in the upper eir- 

cles of society as the Jew Fagin sought to 
propagate it in the lower circles, Fagin 
tanght boys to steal that he might live and 

accumulate wealth off their crimes, His 
principal object. was avarice, but he came 

finally to worship vice for itself and to gloat 
over exhibitions of hideous moral depravity 

on the part of his wretched pupils. The 

same is doubtless true of dealers in obscene 

literature. Primarily their object is gain, 
but as they study to invent arts for the ex- 

tension of their damnable traffic the desire 

to spread moral pollution for the mere love 

of it must grow into a monstrous all-absorb- 

ing passion. Thus they come to hate virtue 

with a bitter and relentless rage, and to em- 
brace vice with a feeling of diabolic joy. 

To drive these moral pests from their un- 
holy business ig the mission of Mr. Con- 
stock, and no more worthy object ever en- 
listed the services of a humanitarian or the 
sympathies and aid of an indignant commu- 
nity. Mr. Comsrocx has been engaged in 
the crusade for several years. The villains 
he pursues are under the ban of law, and he 
shows no mercy. They are prosecuted re- 
lentlessly, and their wares are ruthlessly de- 
stroyed.. S0 vigorous has been his warfare 
that New York, formerly the centre of their 
operations, ‘gs nearly free from the seourge 
of their presence, Accordingly they are 
turning their attention to the West. Think 
of it, fathers and mothers! There are men— 
devils we should say—-studying how to pol- 
lute the minds and hearts of your innocent 
children; intriguing to place in their hands 
obscene literature and vile pictares! Could 
you detect one of the miscreants in the act 
you would strike him to the earth and spurn 
him with your foot. But, like all unclean 
things, these wretches who seek to ruin 
your sons and debauch your daughters hide 
away from the public view and spread their 
pollutions through the most cunning meth- 
ods. To discover them requires the keenest 
detective skill. Only organized effort can 
seize and punish them, and destroy their 
vile publications, A society has been form- 
ed in this city for that purpose. The object 
of this society is most beneficent. Let it 
have the earnest, hearty support of every 
man and woman in Chicago who detests vice 
and loves virtue. 

DUTY OF SECRETARY EVARTS. 

The announcement can scarcely fail to ex- 
cite general surprise and unfavorable com- 
ment that the Government has about com- 
pleted the purchase of foreign exchange for 
the payment to Great Britain of the 68, 500, 
000 awarded by the Halifax Commission. Of 
what avail was Secretary Evanrrs’ elaborate 
and able argument if it was his purpose to 
pay the award in spite of the injustice of the 
claim? If he hoped t obtain from the Brit- 
ish Government a voluntary relinquishment 
of the claim by demonstrating that it was 
outrageously extortionate, he bas erred seri- 
ously in his estimate of the commercial in- 
stinet of that nation. If he thinks that any- 
body connected with ‘the British Govern- 
ment, or any large number of British sub- 
jects, will feel any compunction about grab- 
bing the five and a half millions of dollars 
because the award is out of all proportion to 
any legitimate claim, he has an appreciation 
of Englisu sensitiveness not at all warranted 
by past experience. In preparing to pay 
over this money in a few days, Mr. Evarts 
is in the position of a lawyer who first demon- 
strates the merits of the ease in hand and 
then abandons it. 

Lord Saritssuny’s reply to Secretary 
Evanrs dispatch about the Fortune Bay out- 
rage does not improve the British side of this 
controversy. It is in no sense an apology 
or explanation, and scarcely a defense of the 
indignities committed upon American fisher- 
men under the eover of. local, laws. Lord 
SaLisBury says, in effect, that the Halifax 
award should be paid first, and, after the 
money is well in hand, ber Majesty's Gov- 
ernment may deign to consider any com- 
plaints which Mr. Evanrs may bave to make 
as to British violation of the treaty. This is 
very lofty ground. The Fortune Bay out- 
rage was committed before any question was 
raised about the payment of the Halifax 
award, If it was a violation of the Treaty 
of Washington, which can scarcely be 
doubted, then the United States Govern- 
ment is certainly justimd in delaying 
the payment of an outrageously excessive 
award under that treaty until the British 
violation thereof shall have been set right, 
and the proper assurances given against 
future violations. Of course the British 
Government will carry matters with a high 
hand just so long as the American Govern- 
ment will submit. But our Government has 
submitted long enough, and the American 
people will not entertain a very high opinion 
of Secretary EVanrs’ nerve if he shall con- 
sent to pay over this money in the very face 
of his own unanswerable demonstration that 


it ought never to be paid. 


Aside from the Fortune Bay ontrage, an 
examination of the cage from the printed 
testimony shows that the award is so extor- 
tionate that it could not have been agreed to 
by the English and Belgian Commissioners | 
without a knowledge.on their part that they 
were consenting to a huge fraud. A writer 
in Harper's Weekly has been making an 
examination of a thorough abstract of 
the testimony and documents, which 
make up three volumes of over 1,000 pages 
each, and demonstrates from the evidence’ 
and claim submitted by the British Govern- 
ment that not « dollar should be paid in the 
way of compensation or damages for the 
right of in-shore fishing, Here are some of 
the obvious definctions from the base as 
made up by the British 8 
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It has se wh proved by the citation 1 
ous facts and statistics, and by arguments of 
various descriptions, that Great Britain has 
not an equitable claim for one dollar under 
the terms of the treaty, and the only ground 
on which the Commiasioners could have 
justified the award of any amount was. by 
the consideration of indirect or “ conse- 
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quential damages; but. it was decided by 


the Geneva Commission that no such dam- 
ages could be taken into account under this 
same treaty, so that the Helifax Commission 
were expressly precluded from estimating 
the relative advantages to commerce in gen- 
eral, or the promotion of better feeling be- 
tween the United States and Canada, or any 
other abstract or sentimental consideration of 
any nature whatever. The fact that the 
majority of the Oommission were influenced 
by such considerations—and it is evident 
that they were—is sufficient of itself to 
vitiate and annul their decision, 

The State Department has been weak and 
timorous in its treatment of this Halifax case 
from the beginning. It should have entered 
its protest from the very first in a tone which 
would have convinced the British Govern- 
ment that the United States would not sub- 
mit to the extortion, It should have re- 
quested the Belgian Government to recall 
Mr. Deiroassz, on the ground that, as a creat- 
ure of Great Britain, he had been a party to 
a palpable frand and guilty of bad faith 
toward the Government to which he was ac- 
credited. This would have been such 3 
notice to the British Government of an in- 
tention to resist payment that it would be- 
fore now have consented to a rehearing of 
the case on its merits, to be determined, as 
the treaty provides, by a unanimous decision 
of the Commission. There is still time to 
atone in part for the weakness that has beeu 
shown by refusing to pay the money on the 
ground that the treaty has been violated by 
Great Britain, and such a stand will be fully 
justified by the developments of the proceed- 
ings that will follow. Secretary Evarrs 
cannot surely doubt the justice of such a 
course after the argument he has made; has 


he the pluck to adopt it and carry it out?

In consideration of the Government as- 
suming by its guarantee a lability for the 
payment of $123,000,000 interest, the Com- 
pany renounees the grant of land, and gives 
a first mortgage on the road and its property.

Our elevators are already 
weil stocked, and will undoubtedly be filled to the 
brim before spring, unless iow rail freights invite 
to a free shipping movement. 

Well posted parties think we have now on hand 
about 50,000 bris old pork and at least 45, 000 tcs 
lard. The stocks of lard now in the six Conti- 
nental markets of Europe are estimated at 80, 000 
tes, against 68, 000 tes Oct. 1. 

There was a big excitement on Change yesterday 
over a lot of 130,000 lbs green hams, which the 
bayer claimed were light in weight, and which the 
seller alleged had shrunk since weighing. A 
shrinkage of 1 per cent is usaally expected on 
green meats during a long wait after cutting. 

The leading produce markets were dul! and tame 
yesterday. There was little life in any depart- 
ment, and even corn slackened off from the ex- 
citement of the previous day; but oats and barley 
were firmer. Provisions dropped off in sympathy 
with a further decline in hogs, aud a reduction of 
the foreign demand for meats to near zero. Wheat 
was dull because of large deliveries in the North- 
west, thoggh those in the Southwest were smalier, 
and the quality of our receipts was below the re- 
cent average, as shown in the big percentage of tne 
lower grades. 

The dry-goods market was quiet, with no im- 
portant change in prices. Groceries were iu good 
seasonable demand and were generally steady. 
Coffees were uneettied. Sugars were steady at the 
recent decline. Dealers in butter and cheese were 
not doing much, the demand being chiefly of a 
local character, and prices were weak. Dried 
fruits were fairly active and generally firm. Fish 
remain quietand steady. There was agood de- 
mand for canned goods, and for peaches and 
mall fruits the market war stiff Oils, paints, 
and colors ruled steady. Leather, bagging, to- 
bacce, coal, and wood were without quotable 
change. 

The lomber market was steady. Cargoes sold at 
former figures. The supviy at the docks was licht 
and consisted chiefly of inch stuff. At the yards a 
good trade is in progress at uniformly steady 
prices. The falling off in receipts and winding ap 
of the season have tne effect to strengthen the 
market. Wood was quietand steady. Hides were 
quoted weak, the large receipts causing bayers to 
hold off, and some of the tanners have withdrawn 
altogether. The demand for bay was light and 
chiefly for prairie, while timothy was dull, there 
being no shippers in the market. Seeds were steady 
and rather quiet. 

Poultry was in fair request and steadier, the 
offerings being fresh and not so heavy as to cause 
depression. 

Lake freights were rather quiet, and tame at 
Thursday's rates, 3&c being about the ruling rate 
on corn to Buffalo by sail, though carriers asked 
4c. Room was taken for 135,000 bu wheat, 44, - 
000 bu oats, and 57,000 bu barley. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quiet at 
13%c com and 14%c wheat to New York, and 
15%c corn to Boston. Lake and canal rates were 
nominal at 10@10%c on corn and llc on wheat to 
New York.

Livingstone's*Trial— What Has Been Learned 
by the Congressional Committee.

One 
reason for this delay is said to have been a linger - 
ing desire on the part of four obstinate jurors, 
who are believed to have been labored with by the 
outside friends of Mesers. Buriing and Pruseing, 
to protect those gemlemen from tbe snock 
to their nerves which the return of 
A blanket indictment containing their 
names might induce. But the alleged 
effort to stave off any approaching tronble 
resolved itself into a very simple arithmetical 
proposition. There are twenty-three members of 
the jury, gad the four obstinate ones gradually 
came around to a realizing sense of the fact that 
four to nineteen was too much inthe nature of 
kicking against the pricks to be successful. So, it 
is said, they gave up the unequal contest, and 
dided their time. It soon came. Certain others of 
the jurors, who are, no doubt, honest in their con- 
victione, théught they saw enough in the conduct 
of certain other ex-officials, as disclosed oy the in- 
vestigation, to warrant including their names in 
the formal presentment for conspiracy.

The annual tours of Lord and Lady Dufferin 
to different parts of tue Dominion dia much to 
compose the feeling of discontent with the 
union which prevailed in the remote Provinces. 
Oue year he went to Nova Scotia, another year 
to the maritime Provinces, once to British 
Columbia, and once to Manitoba. These excur- 
sions occupied the better part of four summers, 
In the middle of his term he made a short trip 
to the old country, and last year a flying visit to 
New York and Washington. On all these occa- 
sions he was frequently called upon to make 
speeghes, and he responded from the first with 
such fluency, grace, aud tact that he soon had a 
reputation as an orator second to that 
of no man in this country, He spoke to learned 
bodies in Latin or Greek, te the French 
Canadians in French, aud to the English in the 
purest and most felicitous Anglo-Saxon. His 
address before the New York Geographical So- 
ciety was one of the happiest efforts of his life, 
snowing as it did perfect tamiliarity with Life 
in High Latitudes,” joined to a remarkable 
power of expression and a delicate regard for 
the sympathies and tastes of his audience. In 
receiving the degree of Doctor of Laws at Har- 
vard he was equally fortuvate, being able to 
name the illustrious literary men of New Eu- 
gland, such as Hawthorne, Prescott, Story, and 
Motley, whom he had enjoyed the privilege of 
welcoming to his own roof. His speech at 
Quebec deploring ‘‘the congenital defect’ which 
attached to Lord Lorne, the new Viceroy, i. e., 
that he was not an Irishman, and his speech 
before the Ontario Society of Artists, suggest- 
ing the joint purchase of the approaches to 
Niagara Falls by the United States and the 
Dominion, will also be pleasantly remembered. 
Perhaps his most successful humor- 
ous effort was at the Montreal 
dinner, when he disposed of the Fishery ques- 
tion in aun amusing avowal of ignorance and 
irresponsibility for the award. 

The history of Lord Duffcrin’s Administra- 
tion is fully given in a book just issued from 
the press of the Rose-Bellord Publishing Com- 
pany in Toronto. The title of this book is 
“Canada Under the Administration of Lord 
Dufferin.” It is not in all respects appropriate. 
The author has treated not so much of Canada 
under Lord Dufferin as of the personal aspects

of Lord Dufferin’s Administration. A 
better title would Lord Dufferin 
in Careda Better still would have 


been some extension of the plan of the book, 
so that it might really be a history of Canada 
for the period mentioned. There might also be 
some limitation of its devotion to the personal 
affairs of the Governor General. The author 
does not at times escape being fulsome and tire- 
some in his accounts of Lord Dufferin’s speeches, 
many of which are merely formal, and should 
have no place in an intelligent biography. The 
tone of the book, moreover, is one of undis- 
criminating eulogy. It is notorious that Lord 
Dufferin’s action in the Pacific Railroad affair 
was hardly justifiable. The presumption of 
guilt being as strong as it was, on the partial 
admission of the accused, he shouid have used 
every legitimate means in his power to hasten 
the investigation. Again, his commutation of 
Lepine’s sentence, against the advice of the Im- 
perial Government, and without the consent of 
his own Ministers, was generally censured on 
both sides of the water. It is referred to again 
in the London Times of the Sist ult.,in the 
course of an article which, with this excep- 
tion, bas nothing but unqualified praise 
for the .late Governor-General. The existence 
of this dissatisiaction should have been noted 
in a complete history of Lord Dufferin’s Admin- 
istration. . The statement of it would nave de- 
tracted nothing from his reputation. For, 
whatever the defects uf Lord Duflerin's Admin- 
istration may have been, they were unimportaut 
as compared with its merits. His sagacity, tirm- 
ness. tact, moderation, and cultivated manners 
commended him as no other ruler in Canada 
ever was commended to the favor of the people. 
He found the people discontented, and dissatis- 
fied with the Government; be left them 
united, prosperows, and happy. Any his- 
tory of such an Administration as his is 
likely to have interest for the people; and on 
this account, if on no other, Mr. Stewart’s book 
will be made welcome. Wecan only wish that, 
in other respects as well asin the choice of a 
subject, the author were entirely successful.

NEW GREECE, 

“ New Greece’’ is the title of an important 
book by Mr. Lewis Sergeant. Its aim isto give 
some account of the origin of modern Greece, 
and to advocate the claims of Greece to the ter- 
ritory along the Afgean. The action of the 
Berlin Congress with reference to Greece is a 
perplexing subject, the diseussion of which re- 
quires wide information and experience in the 
ways of diplomatists. Mr. Sergeant possesses 
these qualifications, and that other one of an ar- 
dent Panhellevism, for the writing of a plea 
on behalf of Greece. He is convinced that 
Lord Salisbury went into the Berlin Conference 
with the intention of doing something for 
Greece. This was foreshadowed in his speech 
on the third day. It appeared at the same time 
that the other Powers would offer no serious 
opposition to the Grecian claims to Thessaly, 
Epirus, and Crete. The first indication ol a dif- 
ferent intention was given in Lord Beucons- 
tield’s speech, about the eleventh day. He pro- 
tested against the notion that Turkey was an 
dat vielli, and was undergoing a proc- 
ess of jpartuion. The word partition,“ 
be said, cowid not apply to the arrauge- 
ments and retrocessions which Europe was 
sanctiouing. and the Greek Government was 
entirely mistaken as to the views of Europe.”’ 
Lord Beaconsfield cousented to the rectification 
of the frontier as suggested by M. Waddington 
most reluctantly, and only because he believed 
en cause of trouble and disorder would thus be 
got rid of, and a lasting peace secured.” He 
consented to this gement moreover with 
the knowledge that it would divide Thessalians 
from Thessalians, and Epiroies from Epirotes, 
and would leave Crete virtually dependent upon 
“the generosity” of the Porte. It is evident 
that, throughout the Congress, he was think- 
ing more of the interests of Turkey than of 
those of Greece. *

The learned 
professions are overcrowded, and there are 
scarcely en men left to engage in trade and 
agriculture. The school system of. Greece is 
one of the most perfect in Europe. The area of 
land under cultivation is still less than it should 
be, but is gradually increasing. The fertility 
of the soil is practically inexhaustible, 
and there are Still tracts to 
be tauben up. The proposition to sequestrate 
the conventual establishments has been con- 
sidered, and will eventually, it is thought, be 
favorably acted upon. Thus far the most se- 
rious obstacle to the advancement of Greece 
has been the default in the payment of the 
revolutionary debt, which was ed at most 
usurious rates and far below par by Engiish 
capitalists, and the uttermost farthing of which 
is now exacted. It is hoped that some means of 
paying this debt will soon be devised. 

Tue second part of the book gives a historical 
view of new Grecian independence, and de- 
scribes the influence of the Powers in delaying 
but finally assuring it. This is a humiliating 
chapter for Englishmen to read; it fully sus- 
tains Mr. Sergeant’s statement that in the 
striking of a ance between England and 
Greece there is still a large sum owing from the 
former to the latter country. Incidental 
to this part of the book is a dis- 
cussion of the origin of Pauslavism, which, it 
is interesting to know, was the invention 
of a Pole, avowedly put forth by him to further 
Poland's project of revenge upon Austria, and 


dating back vo further than 1846, when the last 


revolt and the massacres in Gallicia occurred. 
This Polish nobleman addressed an open letter 
anonymously to Prince Metternich, the conclu- 
sion of which was as follows: ‘“ Poland, aban- 
doned by the West, cannot deliver herself from 
ber three oppressors; let her give herself to one 
who is Slavonian, like herself: let her abdicate, dis- 
appearin avengeful suicide,and punish Europe by 
creating Pansiavoniavism.’’ This idea slum- 
bered until the defeat of Austria at Badowa. In 
1807 it was formally adopted bythe Russian 


Government, and the Czar himself opened 
the Exposition and tne Panslavonian 
Congress at Moscow in 1867. Mr. Ser- 


eant, however, adopts fully the opinion of 
M. Henri Martin and other learned ethnologists 
that the Russians themselves are not of Sla- 
vonian, but of Turanian origin. The Vareg Rus- 
slans were nothing else than Scandinavians. By 
intermixture with Asiatic Finns they 
formed the ruling class in Russia. 
They have gradually adopted the Slavonian 
language, but nothing elee nging to the 
ruce. The Ruaso-Finus spe lavonian, but 
they do not think Slavonian.”’ .

further in his interesting inquiries. His book 
is every way worthy the attention of students of 
modern political history, and fit should be almost 
invaluable toevery journalist and man of letters.

AMERICAN COLLEGES. 
Two books about American Colleges have re- 


cently made their appearange. One is a new 
edition of President Porter’s “ American Colleges 
and the American Public,“ with some additional 
matter. The other is a collection of Mr. C. F. 
Thwing’s magazine-papers, printed originally in 
Seribner’s Month/y and the Sunday Afternoon. 
President Porter approaches the subject from 
the point of view of the instructor, or the man 
with merchandise to sell; Mr. Towing from that 
of the student, or the buyer in opén market of 
a certain desirable article, known in the slang 
of the day as a complete education.” Presi- 
dent Porter devotes bis best energies in the new 
part ot his book, as in the old, to combating 
what he considers erroneous theories of teach- 
ing. He is especially opposea to the breaking 
down of the fixed curriculum, to the introduc- 
tion of elective courses, and to the deposition 
of Latin and Greek from their place of primary 
importance in tbe first years of the college 
course. The new part of the book, which con- 
sists of a number of papers read before educa- 
tional conventions, is only an expansion of the 
old. There are observable in it the same rest- 
iveness in treating of the pew theories of edu- 
cation, the same jealousy of Harvard, and the 
same devotion to venerable systema of instruc- 
tion that were noteworthy in the original edi- 
tion. Dr. Porter is at times almost undignified 
in bis zeal to show the hoilowness of President 
Eliot’s pretensions. What can be thought, for 
instance, of sentences like these (the italics 
are ours): 

That Harvard College will continue tobe an in- 
stitution of great activity and acquisition in all 
departments of learning and culture, cannot be 
doubted; but that Harvard College will be as use- 
ful to the public and to many of its students as it 
would be if its awakening enterprise and its great 
resources had been administcred on a different 
theory, we may be excused from believing. 

The colleges in Obio have been forced to agitate 
the question whether it were not practicable and 
wise to defer Greek altogether until the college 
course should begin. Possibly this circumstance 
may naye emboldened the adventurous President of 
Harvard College to moot the question whether it 
might not be expedient to make Greek elective, 
even in the R studies for a c · cal leu 
classical curriculum. in the present uncertain 
state of public opinion in regard to classical study, 
it-will not be safe for the friends of a classicai cur- 
riculum to trust its regulation to any but sase 
hands. 

We should be ashamed to say that aman of 
Dr. Porter’s eminent reputation for learning 
and picty was not actuated in everything he 
wrote by the purest motives; yet it does seem 
that he might have shown a higher sense 
of propriety if he had left the criticism of rival 
institutions of learning to other hands. He 
can only be fuily understood, bowever, by some 
reminder of the fact that the new ideas of 
which be so strongly disapproves have taken 
root and are flourishing under his own direction, 
and against his will, in Yale College. The rea- 
sonableness of them is too large a question to 
discuss in this place. Dr. Porter, of course, 
argues the cause of classical learning with all 
the cogency that wide experience and deep fee!- 
ing can bring to bear upon it, and leaves littie 
to be said on his side of the subject. A lit- 
tle essay on co-education, somewhat incongru- 
ously put at the end of this volume, 
disposes of the whole subject in a sum- 
mary and, on the whole, satisfactory 
way, bolding that it is not salutary for the sexes 
to associate with one another in ways of un- 
reserve, “ when freed from the unfelt but 
powerful restraints of the household and the 
home.” ( The American Colleges and the 
American Public (new edition): With After- 
thouchts on College and Sehvol Education.“ 
By Noah Porter, D. D., LL. D., President of 
Yale College. New York: Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. Price, $1.50.) 


Mr. Thwing’s book is full of valuable and in- 
teresting information for parents who nave boys 
to send to college, and for boys who think of 
going. It touches on such subjects as the 
relative cost of living at differeng colleges, the 
comparative advantages of large and small, 
city and country colleges, the efficiency of in- 
struction at different places, the question of 
Secret Societies, Athletic Sports, College Jour- 
nalism, systems of marks and prizes, supposed 
checks on dissipation, the benefits of 
college revivais, etc., etc. The statistics are 
remarkably full, and, we have reason to be- 
lieve, accurate. The writer bas gone to orig- 
inal sources for his facta, and has made a 
manual that might well be put in the hands of 
every person having the question of the choice 
tis a simple duty to 
qualify this praise by ex regret that 
Mr. Thwing should bave seen fit to embody 
such stuff as this in his commonly sensible 
book: The typical Yale duate is ready 
and thorough; the Harv exact and full; 
the Amherst, patient and earnest: the Will- 
jams, well-roupdea and well-balanced; the 
Dartmouth, independent; the Middlebury, 
careful aod discriminating; and the Michigan, 
direct and clear. One is tem to say that. 
on his own showing, the author of the above 
sentence canpgot be a duate of apy of the 
colleges mentioned. Mr. Thwing fortunately 


has not been tempted to make any other gen-

He 
has perhaps made a somewhat violent digres- 
sion in order to bring in bis views on this sub- 
ject, as weil asin case of his discussion of 
color, but what he has to say in each connection 
is 80 admirable that it is easy to pardon the 
manner in which he says it. The book, on the 
whole, will be a yal e addition to the library 
of every amateur in architecture and decorative 
art.

PERIODICAL LITERATURE. 

The most remarkable article in the Vineteenth 
Ceatury for November is from the pen of Prof. 
Tyndall. His subject is Virchow and Evolu- 
tion,“ and his purpose is to show that, in de- 
fining the limits between that which Science 
can certainly declare and that which it can only 
conceive as possible, he has been no less cau- 
tious than Virchow. Prof. Tyndall admits 
frecly that we cannot deduce motion from con- 


sciousness, or conseloasness from motion, as 
we deduce one motion from another. “In at- 
firming the growth bot the human body to be 
mechanical, and thought as exercised by us to 
have its correlative in the physics of the brain, 
the position of the * materialist,’ as far as that 
position is tenable, is stated.” But Virchow 
himself does not impose silence as to that truth 
which is still in the region of speculation. He 
only insists that it should not be taught in the 
schools. Now, Prof, Tyndall has never advo- 
cated the teaching of it in the schools. At 
the point where connection is sought 
to be made between molecular change and states 
of consciousness he secedes from the autom- 
atou theory, and declares his utter incapacity to 
grasp tue problem. “The production of con- 
sciousness by molecular motion is to him quite 
as unpresentable as the production of molec- 
ular motion of consciousness. If he rejects 
one result, he must reject both; he, however, 
rejects neither, and thas stands in the presence 
of two Incomprehessibdics, instead of one In- 
comprehengible. With reference to the doctrine 
of spontaneous generation, Prof. Tyndall joins 
issuc distinctly with Virchow. While that doc- 
trine is not proved, it is not improbabie. There 
is no experimental basis for it, but itis the 
only ove yet advanced which, in the opinion of 
Prof. Tyndall, will explain all the phenomena. 
Supposing the nebular hypothesis to be true, 
when and how did lite first appear on the globe? 
If, with Dr. Knight and many other Scotch 
divines, we regard the Bible account of the intro- 


{ duction of lle upon the earth as a poem, 


„there does nos exist @ barrier possessing the 
strength of a cobweb to oppose to the aypoth- 
esis which ascribes the appearance of life to that 
‘potency of matter’ which results in natural 
evolution.“ Prof. Tyndall’s articie is part of a 
forthcoming volume of *‘ Fragments of Science“; 
it contains a number of interesting reminis- 
cences, and will evoke & good deal of discussion 
on both sides the water. Mr. Ruskin has a char- 
acteristic article also in this number of the mag- 
azine addressed to his Oxford students in lieu 
of a lecture, which, fa. consequence of ill-health, 
he is enable to deliver this year. It is & criti- 
cism of three ordinary specimens of Pre-Raphael- 
itism which he chanced to see in & coun- 
try house the past summer. The &peci- 
mens are by Rosetti, Millais, and rne 
Jones. The common and sympathetic impulse in 
their work, Mr. Ruskin says, is that they all 
aim to represent things as they are, or Were, 
or may be, instead of, according to the practice 
of their instructors and the wishes of the pub- 
lic, things as they are not, never were, and 
never can be.“ This. as Mr. Ruskin uiider- 
stands it, is the difference between thé pre- 

phaelite and the opposite school iu art. The 
last paper in the magaziue this month is by Mr. 
Gladstone, and is a discussion of certain Elec- 
tora! Facts. He fibds in the elections to fill 
vacancies held since the present Goverument 
came into office sure indications that the Con- 
servative majority is dwindling. He tuinks, 
moreover, that the Liberals are learning some- 
thing from experience, and will hereafter intro- 
duce a more effective discipline into their 
ranks, so that they may not lose 
boroughs that rightly belong to them by 
putting up too many candidates. The main 
object of the Birmingham caucus is to make the 
organization of the Liberal party more nearly 
perfect at elections by preliminary arrange- 
ments of a popular representative character.

“if there is one need More crying than an- 
other.“ he writes, it is the need of the English 
middie-ciass to be rescued from a defective type 
of religion, a parrow range of intellect and 
knowledge, a stunted sense of beauty, a low 
standard of manners. And what could do 
so much to deliver them and to render them 
happier as to give them proper education, pub- 
lic education, to bring them up on the first plane: 
to make them a class homogeneous, intelligent, 
civilized !“ The pext:paver is Prof. Henry 
Fawcett’s introductory lecture delivered at Cam- 
bridge, October, 1878, on The Recent Develop- 
ment of Socialism in Germany and the Unitea 
States.” The cause dt tuis development in 
both instances is, Prof. Fawcett believes, 
the same, namely, the teaching of the people 
to depend too much on the Government for 
their happivess and prosperity. The people 
have been so taught in Germany by the Bureau- 
cratic system, aud in the United States by the 
Protective system. Having learned to consider 
the Government the source of all power, they 
have naturally turned to! the idea of seizing the 
Government to “a in practice their theo- 
ries of property. re is a wide difference, 
Prof. Fawcett points out, between this idea of 
Socialism and the old one. In former times 
Socialistic bodies were purely voluntary organ- 
izations; now the attempt is made to compel 
everybody to be a Socialist. Prof. Fawcett’s 
analysis of the immediate and ultimate aims of 
the Socialists is very dear and convincing. 
Emil de Laveleve writes of Casteiar’s view of 
the Treaty of Berlin. Oastelar has publicly 
advocated the claims of Greece to sovereignty 
over the Afgean. Lavelese thinks the only 
safety of Europe is to de found in 
a new Slav Empire in Southeastern Eu- 
rope.

account of the Ronalds Catalogue and Library 
of Works on Electricity aud Magnetism. The 
catalogue referred to was compiled by the late 
Sir Francis Ronalds, F. R. S., who devoted the 
greater part of a long life to its completion, and 
to the formation of the valuable library bear- 
ing his name, now in the possessior of the So- 
ciety of Telegraph Engineers. He bequeathed 
the library to the Society on condition that it 
should bear the cost of printing the cataloguc, 
which includes not only the works in the 
library, but all other known works on the 
subject. This condition the Society, although 
a very young one, not having been es- 
tablished more thar seven years, agreed 
to, and is now preparing the catalogue 
for publication. It contains upwards of 12.000 
entries, and is believed to contain a record of 
nearly all the important books and papers bear- 
ing on the subject published in any language 
up to within a short time of the author's deatb. 
The library formed by Sir Francis Ronalds, 
above referred to, contains about 10,000 words, 
alarge numberof which are papers cut from 
the transactions of learned societies, periodi- 
cals, etc. Sir Francis Ronalds has been long 
known to the scientific world as the author of a 
small and now scafce book, the first ever pub- 
listied on the subject of the electric telegraph. 
This book describes a system uf electric teleg- 
raphy which its author invented and worked 
as early as 1816. The invention was a perfectly 
practicable one, and has gaived for its author, 
from more than one learned authority, the title 
of *‘ the father of telegraphy.“

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. ~ 
DUST ON THE ATLANTIC. 

About the latitude of the Cape Verde [slands 
on the Atlantic it is a frequent experience of 
vyoyagers to observe falls of red dust and a dry 
kind of mist. The material of the dust-mass 
was examined microscopically many years’ ago 
by Ehrenberg, and his opinion was, that small 
particles carried aloft from all countries bere 
formed a transpdrent dust zone, from which 
they sometimes sank down, and in whirling 
movement cameto the earth’s surface. The ma- 
terial of observation ober to Ehrenberg was 
somewhat scanty. The phenomenon has there- 
fore been lately studied anew, and in a more 
thorough way, by Herr Hellman, who ex- 
amined the log-books 2 1.190 — that 
Has passed through t region in ques- 
tion during the years 1854 to 1871. He 
deals with the case chiefly from a meteorological 
point of view. aud the following are some of 
the facts elicited: Most of the dust-falls occur 
io the zone of the Atlantic between 9 deg. and 
16 deg. north. South of 6 deg. north they are 
extremely rare, and the farthest south hitherto 
was in 2 deg. 50 min. north, 26 deg. west. The 
two farthest west were both in 38 deg. 5 min. 
west, both about 300 miles trom Cape Verde. 
Dust-falls often occur simultaneously at very 
different points of the Dunkle Meer,” or Dark 
Sea (as Ehrenberg called it); in one case they 
were 150 miles apart. They also often last for 
several days, e. Gg. ten (April, 180). Surfaces of 
very different size, up to 100,000 square miles, 
may receive dust-ialls. There is a yearly 


period in the frequeucy of the falls. itscems 
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PROF. HUXLEY ON THE HAND. 
Prof. Huxley recently delivered a lecture at 

the Workingmen’s College, Upper Kennington 
lane (of which he is the President), before a 
large audience, His rubject was “The Human 
Hand,and Some Considerations which Arise Out 
of It.“ He said that in all probability the hand 
was the part of man’s bodily frame which was 
the most important, perhaps not even excepting 
the brain itself. There was an endless diversit 
of operations of which man was capable wh 
were altogether dependent on the hand, 
and it was one of the 
erful means of 
human kind. The hand performed all its im- 
portant functions by virtue of some very simple 
facts in its form of construction. He referred 
to Paley’s Natural Theology” and the argu- 
ment therein, that if a person found the whole 
of the machinery of a watch, and concluded 
from the works of it that it must have been in- 
teuded. for the purvose for which it was made, 
it could not be doubted that the human frame 
was intended for the very functions which it 
performed. He pointed out that, whatever the 
foree of the argument of analogy in the par- 
ticular case of tne hand, it most assuredly did 
not apply in the sense in which it was used by 
Paley, because it was perfectly easy to prove that 
a man's hand was not made or put together in 
that way, but that it came about io quite a dif- 
ferent manner. It was not a process in any 
way analogous to human means of construction ; 
but was as different from that as the taking a 
piece of iron and making it into an engine was 
from taking it and letting it grow to an engine. 
That difference was very important, as it 
showed the danger of arguing from mere analo- 
gy—it showed that Paley’s argument was not 
consonant with fact, It was a most important 
thing to know that so complicated a structure 
as the human frame should, as a matter of 
fact, be developed ot evolved bya purely nat- 
ural operation. 


WHY CHICKENS SCRATCH. 

Instincts must originally have been of an in- 
telligent nature, but the actions which they 
prompted, having through successive genera- 
ations been frequently repeated, became at last 
organized into a purely mechanical reflex, and 
therefore now appear as actions which we call 
purely automatic or blindly instinctive. Thus, 
for instance, the scraping of graminivorous 
birds in earth and stones was uo doubt originally 
au intelligent action, performed with the con- 
scious purpose of uncovering seeds, but by fre- 
quent repetition through successive generations 
the action has now hecume blindly instinctive. 
This is shown by the following experiment: 
Dr. Allen Thomson tells me that he hatched 
out some chickens on a carpet, where he kept 
them for several days. They showed 
no inclination to scrape, because the stimulus 
supplied by the carpet to the soles of their feet 
was ot too novel a character to call into action 
the hereditary instinct; but when Dr. Iuomson 
sprinkled a little gravel on the carpet, and sv 
supplied the appropriate or customarv stimulus, 
the chickens immediately began their scrapiug 
movements. Yct, for aught that these chickens 
can have known to the contrary, there was as 
good a chance of finding seeds in the carpet as 
in the thin layer of gravel. And numberless 
other cases might be given to prove that am- 
mals acquire instincts by requently repeating in- 
telligent actions, just as we ourselves acquire, 
even in our individual lifetime, an instinct to ad- 
just our nightcaps,—an instinct which may be- 
come so pronounced as to assert itself even 
when a man is in the profound unconsciousness 
of appoplectic coma.— Nineteenth Century. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 

Mr. George Maw, F. I. S., discussing in the 
Geo ogical Magazine the origin of the Great Lakes, 
states, amoug other facts, that the bottom of 
Lake Ontario is 365 feet below the sea-level aud 
600 feet below its own outlet into the St. Law- 
rence; of Erie, 462 feet above the same; o'? 
Huron, 145 feet above; of Lake Superior, 65 feet 
below the sea-level; and conclades that the 
idea of the excavation of Ontario to a depth of 
600 feet by glacier action is wholly untenable, 
and that the theory of glacial excavation for the 
chain of Great Lakes must be sctjaside, in which, 
says the American Journal of Science, he is plain- 
lv right. Mr. Maw claims that the lake depr s- 
sious are of post-glacial origin. 


The French Minister of Public Instruction has 
recently given his sanction to a project sub- 
mitted to him by M. Mouchez for the formation 
of a collection of objects at the Paris Observa- 
tory, relating to the history of astronomy and 
of the observatory since its foundation. The 
collection will comprise: (1) Portraits of astron- 
omers and other savants wlio have brought 
honor to the observatory by their works and 
discoveries; (2) medals relating to the history 
of astronomy and the observatory ; (3) drawirgs, 
engravings, and photographs, representing ce- 
lestial bodies or astronomical phenomena, as 
observed with the most powerful instruments, 
and at various epochs; and (4) old instruments 
that have served for astronomical researches 
and discoveries, or in studying the physics of 
the globe along with & succinct account of the 
savants who had them made and the work they 
did with them, 


Dr. H. C. Chapman, of Philadelphia. has been 
enlightening the scientifle men of that city with 
a long communication on the anatomy and 
zoological position ot the gorilla, based on the 
digsection of a youny specimen sent to him frum 
Gaboon, carefully preserved in rum. As the re- 
suit of his examination, Dr. Chapman protest- 
ed against the general error so common among 
non- professionals that cvolutionists held that 
man has descended from the gorilla. He did 
not think any monkey now known could be ro- 
garded as the progenitor of man. On the con- 
trary, be believed that all the facts go to show 
that the different kinds of monkeys are the 
modified descendants of one ancestor, and that 
the different races of men ve similarly de- 
scended from a common ancestor; aud, further, 
that the ancestors of man and the monkey bad 
remotely a common ancestry. If this view be 
correct, it is in vain, he thought, to look for the 
„missing link.“ 


It is not long since several cases of arsenical 
poisoning were traced to the wearing of scariet 
and blue stockings. Next catne a case in which 
the mischief was traced to a highly-colored hat 
hning. More recently English and German 
papers have called attention to dangerous 
gloves. In the London Times a writer describes 
the poisonous effect of a pair of the fashionable 
„bronze green silk gloves, when worn by a 
member of his family. A German medical 
journal reports a case of scrious poisoning by a 
pair ol, navy-blue kids. Dress goods of woolen, 
silk, and cotton have been found to contain 
arsenic in dangerous quantities; so, also, gen- 
tlemen’s underclothing, socks, hat-linings, aud 
the linings of boots and shoes. Prof. Nichols, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Techvotogy, 
reports the examination of a lady's dress which 
contained eight grains of arsenic to the square 
foot. In Troy, N, Y., lately the death of a 
child was attributed to arsenic sucked from a 
veil, which had been thrown over the child's 
crib to keep off flies. At this rate, says the 
Scientific American, it will soon become vec- 
essary to test for arsenic all goods purchased 
before venturing to wear them; or else the’ 
label, * warranted to coutain no potsonous dye.“ 
will have to be adopted by all honest makers.

THE KITCHEN, 
TEN-CENT MEALS. 

rena, IM., Nov. 7. With regard to economy 
in meats opinions differ. I have been reading a 
little work of Miss Juliet Corson's, which furnishes 
a teat for this article. Miss Corson is an intelli- 
gent, wide- awake woman who is winning reputa- 
tion, and otherwise doing a good thing for herse'f 
by keeping a cooking school and writing some 
rather commonplace articles in various popular 
journals. She believes she has discovered the se- 
cret of cheap living. and aims to instruct the pabiic 
in a series of little books containing directions for 
the prevaration of 15 and 25 cent dinners. The 
great art in these seems to lie in the selection of 


what she calle ‘'cheap cuts, —parts which are 

nsually supposed to be uneatable. such as the 
head, brains, udder, kidneys, lights, feet, and 

tall. These she prepares for the table by the addt- 

tion of a great variety of heros and spices, condi- 

ments which not ope person im ten ever bas on 

hand, and not-one ia fifty would use it they had, 

for the reason that they are unacceptabie to our 

American tastes. 

Miss Corson recommends these cheap cuts. 
rat, because they are slow of digestion and re- 
main longer in the stomach, and, secondly, be- 
cause they are specially natritious. For myself, | 
simpiy decline to be thus nourished, I bave long 
been an enthusiast on the subject of domestic 
economy, but if perfect success in that department 
involves the use of these intolerable ‘*cheap 
cuts 1 shall count it a lost cause from 
this day. After a careful examina- 
tion of Mies Corson’s works, I conclude 
that tney will prove of but little value even to the 
most impoverished of American families, ber 
dishes depending for their excellence more on the 
flavors used than on the value of the materials, 
and requiring far too much care and time in their 
preparation. [say this the more boldly knowing 
that Mies Corson and ber books are both too popu- 
jar to be injured by any opinionof mine. Indeed, 
1 consider myself iu One sense a privileged person: 
the mere Nobody of a country town being al- 
lowed to say a variety of things unrebuked, for 
the utterance of which some ‘‘bright particular 
star would be at once arraigned at the bar of in- 
diguant justice. But, to return to my subject, 
the best economy is often secured by the judicious 
manipulation of the best material. Take, for ex- 
ampic, a good, sound, orthodox roast of beef, 
which needs no disguise of herbs or spices, and no 
favor but its ownrich juices. Thiel buy here 
in Sterling, where meats are cheap, for 40 cents. 
Let us trace its history. The first day it appears 
crisp! y-brown and redolent of odors dear to tne 
famished sonl. <a fewsimple vegetables are all it 
needs to furnish a banquet fit for gods or men. 
We eat and give thanks. The nextday it appears 
cold, and somewhat attenuated in contour, bat 
still a substantial piece de resistance. Then bread 
comes into harmonize with ite waning charms, —a 
hot brown loaf made in this way: Stir together 
three cups of Graham flour, one cup of sour milk. 
half a cup of molasses, a little salt, anda tea- 
spoonful of soda. Only this and pothing 
more. Strain it in a quart basin till 
just before dinner, brown it off in the 
oven, and you will find it a delicious accompani- 
ment toa cold joint. The roast having afforded a 
a family of six two dinners, still turns up in good 
shape next morning when all the meat is cut from 
the bones, finely chopped, highly seasoned, and 
served up very hot on buttered toast for break- 
fast. And now! think I hear some onecry, 1 
am glad that we have seen the last of that beef.“ 
Not so rash, impatient soul, there still remain 
the bones. Llay them im my soup kettle, adding 
all the scraps of meat I may have on hand and 4 
teaspoon of sugar, and leave them to simmer till 
half an hour before dinner, when I remove the 
cover long enough to throw ima bunch of soup- 
herbs and a little chopped onion, carrot, and tur- 
nip, with pepper and salt to taste. Just before 
serving I thicken the soup with a little flour to 
give it body. Here we have four substantial and 
excellent dishes at the average cost of 10 cents 
Can any of The Home friends do better?’

This was one of 
the suits brought by ex-Gov. Washburn to re- 
cover lot the loss of bis flour-mill at Minneapolis 
by explosion. The Company filed pleas % the 
jurisdiction, setting. up that the plaintiff Was a 
resident of Minnesota and the Company a resi- 
dent of Pennsylvania, that the contract of in- 
surance was made in Pennsvivania, and that 
Washburn could not take advantage of 
the Federal courts to obriog a suit 
here, but must sue in Pennsylvania. 
The plaiutif? demurred to these pleas gener- 
ally that they did not make a good defense, and 
the matter was arcued yesterday and taken un- 
der advisement.

STATE BANKING CORPORA- 
. TIONS, 

About one year ago, and soon after the explo- 
sion of the State Savings, the Fidelity, and 
Myers’ Bee-Hive Bank, public attention was 
called not only to the gross mismanagement of 
these banks, but an investigation was also insti- 
tuted as to the legality of all corporations hav- 
ing banking powers in this State. At that time 
some of the depositors and those directly inter- 
ested in these banks submitted the question of 
the constitutionality of corporations having 
banking powers to the Hon. Eiliott Anthony, 
of this city, and he gave it as his opinion that 
not one of the bank corporations in this State 
had ever been created in accordance with the ex- 
press provisions of the Constitution of the State, 
and that they were all illegal and void, and 
could be nullified by instituting proceedings 
by quo warranto forthat purpose, At that time 
‘las Tripune published the following article 
upon the subject, with this caption: 

HAVE WE ANY LEGAL BANKs IN ILLENors? 

One of the leading lawyers of this city has been 
investigating the legality of special bank charters 
in this State. and bas arrived at the conclusion 
that they are all unconstitutional. In a conversa- 
tion with the said attorney he stated the points of 
the question substantially as follows: Every one 
of these banks purports to exist under special char- 
ters grayjed by the General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois prior to the adoption of the present 
Constitution. It is coneeded on dil hands that no 
such charters could be obtained under the present 
Constitution, and ne banks whatever can be au- 
thorized, except under and by virtue of a law 
which shall be first passed by the General Assem- 
biy, and then submitted to a Ste of the people; 
and it now becomes necessary to inquire if any 

eater power existed under the Constitution of 

848. Art. X. of that insteament specifies what

Now, if the General Assembly of the State of 
Uumois was, by the Constitution of 1848, absolute 
ly prohibited from passing any act either authoriz- 
ing or creating corporations or associations with 
banking powers, and if it wag further declared that 
no buch act should ever-go into effect or in any 
manner be in force unless the same should be sup- 
mitted to the people, we would like to know if 
there is a single banking corporation or association 
in this State which purports to exist by virtue of a 
special law or special charter which has any validity 
whatever. 

Soon after this it appéars that the case of onc 
McCarthy vs. Lavashe—a creditor of the Bank 
of Chicago, formerly the National Loan & 
Trust Company, against a stockholder in tifat 
bank—came up, and has recently been decided 
by the supreme Court of this State, in which, 
among other things, they say: 

The corporation created by this enactment is 
authorized to perform all acts incident to a bank 
except to issue notes for circulation, It may loan 
money, buy and sell exchange, discount paper, 
receive money on deposits, and issue negotiable 

per. It thas possesses banking powers to a large 
extent, not all, but many. and perhaps the most 
important. e. therefore, are clearly of 
opinion that the charter is rfepugnant to the 
provisions of the Constitution of 1848, — 
the same never having been submitted to a vote of 
the people. 

The opinion in this case was delivered by Mr. 
Justice Walker, and was concurred in by all the

In the last number of the Chicago News, 
the Hon. Gustavus Koerner, of liville, 
formerly Lieutenant-Gioyernor of the State, and 
a lawyer of ability and research, has published 
areview of the case of McCarthy vs. Lavashe, 
in which he questions its soundness. But as all 
of the banking Corporations in this State 
were chartered under the Constitution of 1843, 
and as that instrument provided expressly that 
* no act of the General Assembly autnortzing 
corporations or associations with banking pow- 
ers shall go into effect or in any manner be in 
force unless the same shall be submitted to the 
people at the general election next succeeding 
the passage of the same, and be approved py a 
majority of all the votes cast at such election 
for aud against such law.“ and as it is conceded 
that not one of the charters or acts of incorpo- 
ration of the numerous corporations having 
banking powers have ever been submitted to a 
vote of the people, it is hard to see wherein this 
case is erroneous. 

That there has been no compliance with the 
provisions of the Constitution in regard to the 
charters of these bank corporations is certain; 
and, if that be so, it cannot be understood why, 
according to strict law, every bank corporation 
existing in this State, purporting to be char- 
tered by the General Assembly, and which has 
not been voted upon by the people, cannot have 
its charter anoullie@ Dy quo warranto proceed- 
ings.

He also carries credentials from the Grind 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of the 
State of Louisiana, sigued by Edwin Marks, 
Deputy Grand Master of Masons of the State 
of Louisiana. This letter recites the circum- 
stances of the death of the boy’s parents from 
the yellow fever and the sending of him to 
California, and coucludes thus: 

To a child of his tender years the journey is one 
fraught with difficalties, privations, and dangers, 
and ke will need tne kind offices and protection of 
all humane people he may meet, and to ail such I 
commend him with the hope that for the time be- 
ing he may be regarded as their own. 

Tne seal of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana is 
attached to the above. 

He also had with him a letter from D. N. 
Welch, General Superintendent of the Puliman 
Palace Car Company, tostructing all Pullman 
car conductors to look after the boy and give 
him every attention in their power. Also, a 
card from Charles Hubener, stenographer of the 
L. & N. & Great Southern Rail at Louis- 
ville, K., on which was written: Master 
Walter Wilcox—May Heaven guard and speed 
dim on his journey, is the wisn of his friend, 
Charles Hubdener.”
